It was Fitz- 
gerald's intention to follow, but

over him that he could not 
break 
away until his wife went after him. 
It is declared that the husband then

away from

worthy woman and a true mother. 
When the home 
was 
broken up, 
trouble caused Fitzgerald to forget 
his happy married life and he was 
gradually driven to end his own life 
Is shown by 
the letter winch he

Fitzgerald, left without sup- 
port for herself and child, worked 
nights for a livelihood. The letter is 
closed with the following remarks: 
"We may think we are getting the 
worst o£ it, but God only tries ns out 
and being true to those near to you, 
will be rewarded." 
Yesterday afternoon the body of Al- 
bert Fitzgerald was laid to rest in 
Potter's field, Oak Hill cemetery, 
without services, without friends, even
